Dear Bullowas 


I have just sent to the 0.C.J. my findings on other verities of the 
Grant Star half dollar. TI have studied several pieces and find that in 
all three different dies were used. Evidently thé bulk weee from the die I 
aaready described with a defective background. 


Another one, as I think I told you, shows outlines around the G in 
GRANT. The third die, of which I have seen three, has no especial character 
istics. Hill showed me the other day two Grant half dollars with atar, 
one with a defective bacsground that had a perfect dot on the reverse. This 
is the first instance of a star half collar that I have noticed with a 
perfect dot. The other two varities had an imperfect dot. 


I doubt if you added up the number of pieces struck, according to the 
figures Sinnock gave in the letter that I showed you. The other night I did 
ad found that both obverses and reverses tallied and that 117,685 pieces 
were made, although the mint reports state that only 100,061 were made. 

This figure would tend to show a wastage of over 17,000. We do know that in 
all strixings a number of imperfect specimens occur that our weeded out and 
melted down and probably do not figure in the account of the pieces issued. 


I am only giving these figures, not to cause you 4 headache but to 
Show that one can find by delving too closely into figures. .
